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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-11, 15-21 and 30-31 are pending in tliis application. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed 8/23/2006 in response to the previous Office Action 
(05/23/2006) is acknowledged. The prior art rejection (Item 3) has been obviated. Even 
though applicants overcome the prior art rejection, applicant's amendment Introduces 
new issue that needs further rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6-7 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being Indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. In claims 6-7, the phrase "L is phenyl" lacks 

antecedent basis. Claims 6-7 depend from claim 1 , but there is no mention of L = 

phenyl back in claim 1 . Note that applicants deleted L = phenyl from claim 1 to 

overcome a prior art rejection.
